She was driven ashore on an island of the Cocos, or Keeling groap. 
southwest of Java, in the Indian Ocean. 


The Sydney sighted the Emden yesterday morning. With 


superior speed she at once closed in and gave battle. The German 
boat could not escape. There was a running fight, at th« end of 
which the Emden, burning from the shells of the Australian boat, 
was beached. The casualties on the Sydney are said to hare been 
slight.

LONDON, Nov. 10, 12:50 p. m.—The Admiralty statement 


which announces the destruction of the Emden in the Indian.ocean 
and the bottling up of Koenigsberg on the east coast of Africa, 
reads as follows: 


"After the* whereabouts of the Koenigsberg had been, indi- 


cated by the attack on the Pegasus, on the 19th of September, a 
concentration of fast cruisers was arranged by the Admiralty in 
East African waters and a thorough and prolonged search was 
made by these vessels. 


"This search resulted October 30. in the Koenigsberg's being 


discovered by H. M. S. Chatham, Captain Sidney R. Drury-Lowe, 
hiding in shoal water about six miles up the Rufiji river, opposite 
Mafia island, German East Africa. Owing to a greater draught, 
the Chatham could not reach the Koenigsberg, which probably is 
aground, except at high water. Part of the crew of the Koenigs- 
berg has been landed and is entrenched on the banks of the river. 


"Both the entrenchments and the Koenigsberg herself have 


been bombarded by the Chatham, but owing to the dense palm

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Excellence of Oakland's Schools. 


In a very optimistic article in a tzansbay newspaper, a writer of; 


ability comments on the excellence of the schools of Oakland, par-; 
ticularly with reference to the musical training given the pupils. It; 
is admitted that Oakland does some work better than in San Fran- 
cisco, especially ia teaching music to the children Li the city's educa- 
tional institutions and included in the statement are some expres- 
sions worthy of being repeated, for example: 


The interesting ui-pg about this singing is that the 


choralists sang three settings of one and the same poem, 
and each individual version was the work of a member of 
the class. Think of it! They were singing their owr. music 
and I doubt if one of them was over seventeen. 
=» * * * 


Then they sang some hymns of their own composition, and 
I would old Bamby could have been there to note how ad- 
mirably they had caught the best English church tradition. 
* * * « j3ut what tickled my contrapuntal fancy most 
of all was to see three girls working simultaneously, har- 
monizing a melody in four parts, supplying what the musi- 
cians call a "rolling bass."" Only the melody was given 
and! each of tbs t^r-r £••"'? worked at a ^ection of a black- 
board that skirted three sides of the room. The girls had 
to work in concert, so to speak, dovetail. The young wo- 
man I watched had been studying for eighteen months, but 
she outlined the harmonic progressions with an aplomb that 
delighted me. 
This done, she elaborated the bass in coun- 


terpoint of the third species, four notes against one, putting 
a stroke through each passing or auxiliary note. 
Continuing the comment on this feature, the writer says of the 


advantages derived through this method of instruction: 


If any of these boys and girls take up music for a calling, 


they will begin the serious work of their profession at a 
point, which to the sorrow of the latter, many of the teach- 
ers and instrumentalists of America have not reached, and, 
in all likelihood, never will reach. 


These expressions of approval are followed by a description of 


the courses and the instruments the pupil may learn to play, all 
being set out in a manner calculated to make the Oaklander glad. 


It has been suggested that the article would be excellent ma- 


terial for an advertisement of municipal advantage for circulation 
outside and it might not be a bad idea for Oakianders to read it over 
"a time or two. In such an event there might be less complaint about 
taxation. As a matter of fact forty percent of the increase in taxes 
this year is due to increase in school fund. 


It would not be a bad idea either to add the report of a compe- 


tent critic on the attention given the school children as to the mat- 
ter of health and care for physical condition, the construction of 
buildings with respect to these and the play grounds connected. 
Oakland's play grounds rank in number and administration, among 
the highest in the United States. 
Then in addition there is the 


public museum, with its free lectures for children, the free school- 
club boating privileges on the lake, the Sunday concerts in the park 
and the excellent course of instruction to be considered.
